8013 miles through 
Mexico in a 1965 Kombi

Dec 19, 1998 
Corvallis, Oregon, Saturday, Odometer 19,925 

We were blessed with cold, clear weather for 
packing up the house and loading the bus. My work at 
the VW shop had ended on the 15th, and I was hot to 
hit the road. We spent four days cleaning the apartment 
for the subleter, packing all of our personal belongings 
into boxes. After all that was packed solidly into the 
shell of a'67 Westy in my storage shop, and everything 
we were taking was packed nearly as tight in "Eugene", 
the green and white '65 kombi-camper in which we 
would make the trip, we set off toward the south, and, 
we hoped, warm weather. 

Shane Budd and his faithful co-pilot Boomer 
stopped by in their root-beer brown and gold '64 deluxe 
to wish us well on our journey. Spirits were incredibly 
high as we rolled out onto the main highway out of 
town, our bus running great and feeling incredibly 
tight, our stuff shifting ever so slightly to find its 
proper place, roof racks whistling and bungies 
humming, even the horn seemed to play a slightly 
elevated tune as we saluted fellow bus driver Jason 
Eshelby in his brand new '66 kombi. Kelli was behind 
me in our old beater Chrysler which we were dropping 
off at her father's house in Southern Oregon, and I 


could see her in the rear-view, smiling as big as I was, 
happy to finally be off. 


Canyonville, Oregon, Odometer 20,061 

The wind came out of my sails suddenly on a moderate 
grade on Interstate 5, when without warning the engine quit. I 
was a bit scared by such a complete failure so early in the trip, 
but my fears turned to embarrassment when I checked the fuel 
gauge. Kelli pulled off behind me in the Chrysler, and 
sniggered ever so slightly when I told her the problem. She 
didn't need to point out that this spot was within a quarter of a 
mile from where I ran out of gas many years before when we 
had just bought the bus. And that time I had the lack of a gas 
gauge to blame. I climbed up onto the rear roof rack and 
unbungied the very same small red plastic gas can that we had 
purchased that last time, and Kelli Jo headed to Texaco. I sat 
and shivered and dreamed of Mexico and white sand beaches. 

When she had returned we both proceeded to the 
Canyonville Texaco, where I filled up the bus and the small 
red can. When I picked up the can, to my horror, I heard 
something inside shaking , like a bunch of nuts and bolts or 
rust scales. But this was a plastic can... what the heck? I 
emptied it onto the asphalt, and saw it was only ice. The can 
must have collected condensation while empty on the rack for 
so many months, then froze on the cold drive that morning. 
Since it had only been a few minutes between the time Kelli 
put in the relatively warm gasoline and I emptied it in the tank, 


if I was lucky most of the water stayed frozen. It wasn't until 
the again empty can sat inside the car (I know, I know, but I 
was too damn cold to get up on that rack again) that it thawed 
enough to be audible slush. I rinsed it out into the Texaco's 
used-oil collection barrel, and filled it with good gas and re- 
bungied it on the rack. As it turned out, I wouldn't have a fuel 
problem for nearly 6500 miles, so I guess very little water did 
get into the system. 


Canyonville, Oregon Odometer 20071 

You would think that we could make it a few more miles 
until the next mishap, but climbing up Canyon Creek Pass, 
elevation 2020 feet, I heard a distinctive "poof" and then a 
hissing sound from the right side of the engine compartment. I 
kept an eye on my temp gauge and kept my right foot well into 
the climb, and pulled over as soon as I had a level chance. I felt 
slightly redeemed (after the fuel gauge awareness problem) 
that I was able to diagnose this one by ear. A fresh air heater 
hose had come off and shredded in the fan belt. That was the 
noise I heard, air pushing out into the engine compartment 
instead of through the heater boxes and into the cabin. Had the 
temp gauge gone up at all, I would have pulled over level 
ground or not, assuming that the fan belt had gone with the 
tube. But the belt was fine, only the paper tube was a total loss. 
Kelli jumped out and snapped a couple pictures, one of me and 
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the bus at the Pass sign, another of my quick fix of the open 
fresh-air outlet with a pop-can and some duct tape. Less than 
100 miles and already I fixed the bus with duct tape. It was an 
omen of Mexineering to come. I could feel Bob Hoover over 
my shoulder, and I wasn't sure he was pleased. As things 
would turn out, scenes of me fixing the bus became one of 
Kelli's favorite photographic subjects. 

The remainder of the day was somewhat uneventful, the 
bus puttered along well, we dropped off the Chrysler, got a 
new fresh air hose at Sully's on L and 4th in Grant's Pass, Ore., 
and a larger gas can at Napa. The highlights of the evening 
were the fruit check-point in California (another 
foreshadowing of things to come) and chicken fried steak 
dinner at Pantyhose Junction north of Stockton, Cal. After 
fueling up again, we slept in the bus in the parking lot of an 
Exxon station. 


Sunday, December 20, 1998 
Stockton, Cal. Odo.20473 

6:45 AM and cold as a witch's norton! "Blame it on 
Alaska," says a woman in the store. I just hope it doesn't follow 
us too far. We hit the road and make some more miles. Come 
on Mexico! 

Kelli: 

9am. We just ate breakfast at Denny's, the same as all 
Denny's everywhere. It's about 270 miles to Los Angeles. Still 
cloudy and a little rain, although just sprinkling. Jackie and I 
are bundled up. We each have several sweatshirts on and hats. 
I'm wearing the fleece bomber hat that Jack made for me. I also 
have the orange and black OSU blanket that John Gulledge 
gave us, but it is too small for both of us to use in the front 
seat, so Jack has a different lap blanket. Today is warmer than 
yesterday. My feet aren't ice-blocks today. 

9:30 am. Stopped at a rest area to brush our teeth. Jack 
repositioned the wide clamps between the heater box and 
exhaust. There were gaps letting dirty air into the heat system 
so that we were breathing fumes up front when we had the 
heater on. 

10:35 am. Coalinga, Cal. We just passed a very stinky 
and huge feedlot. There is so much trash on the ground here. 
Jackie and I are practicing our Spanish verb tenses. 

lpm. Mountain Base, Cal. Stopped for a sandwich at a 
Subway sandwich place a couple miles back, but they only had 
chevron gas, which Jack refuses to use. So we are gassing up 
here. I can tell we are in Southern California by the drivers. We 
are just about to cross the mountains to L.A. 

1:35 pm. Odo.20752. Tejon Pass, 4144 feet. Partly 
cloudy. 


San Clemente, Cal. Odo. 20880 

We arrived at the house of an old college buddy, Johnny 
Cornell, at about 4:20. John was expecting us anytime between 
3 and 6, and we happened to catch him jogging near his house 
as we arrived. John is a Dana Point lifeguard and teaches 
history and art at a local middle school. He had a 1967 deluxe 
when we lived together in college at the U of Oregon. This bus, 
as well as the memory of my parent's buses were the main 
reasons I have developed the vw sickness. John told me once 
that he found his bus at the bottom of the ocean. He traveled a 
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lot when he was younger, and in Bali while diving he found a 
wallet in a coral reef. In the wallet were several hundred-dollar 
silver certificates, which he later sold for enough scratch to buy 
the bus. It is a story that I would not believe from anyone else. 
John's wife Heather, a former professional surfer, was making 
picture frames from beach glass when we arrived, and this 
project would later lead Kelli to a veritable beach glass frenzy 
in Mexico. John has been going to northern Baja for many 
years, and he sat down with a map and showed us some good 
spots to camp, and some good spots to avoid. That evening we 
went to dinner at the house of Johnny's parents, Jack and Judy 
Cornell. The Cornell's as well as their visiting friends, 
Charlotte and Alex Masarik, had all traveled extensively in 
Mexico, and shared many wonderful stories of the country 
with us. It was a fabulous evening, but we were dead tired. 
That evening we were invited to a bed in the spare room, but 
we had spent so much time outfitting the bus to be 
comfortable, that we camped just down the street at the first 
level spot. 


December 21, 1998 

The day was spent doing errands and maintaining the 
bus. I greased the front end, as it had begun a small but 
annoying squeak over large bumps. The top link pin on the 
drivers side doesn't hold grease as well as the rest, and it 
always needs grease first. Being in California and having no 
where to dump used oil, I had a reputable shop in San 
Clemente change the oil. They were very nice, and their work 
was good, but they were very overpriced for an air-cooled oil 
change. This would be the only bit of "professional" work I 
would have done the entire trip. And I should have done this 
myself also. 

Kelli, John and I hit the local sporting goods stores and 
picked up a wet suit and some flippers, a fishing pole and some 
boogie boards. Heather sold us a very nice wet suit for Kelli 
for about 1/4 of what it was worth. Later, John took us to the 
marina and we sailed on his small wooden sailboat, The 
Morning Wood. John is an accomplished sailor, and tried to 
show us exactly what it was he was doing, but Kelli and I are 
land lubbers and were satisfied just to be out on the ocean and 
taking in the fresh, albeit cold, air. Kelli commented that it was 
a good way to spend the winter solstice. 

Dinner with Johnny and Heather at Denny's. Its not that 
we like Denny's all that much, it is just easy and we were all 
tired. That and their chicken fried steak! 


December 22, 1998 
Leaving San Clemente, Cal. Odo.20916 

After a couple more quick errands, including a stop at 
Ralph's grocery for a bottle of good scotch, we set off to the 
border. In San Ysidro, the US city at the border, we got ice, 
pesos, and lunch before crossing the border at 2:35. The 
interstate just before the border is a strange place. Almost all 
traffic up to that point exits at the last US exit, and nearly all 
traffic going on through the border enters at that same last exit. 
The cars show more and more Mexican license plates, there are 
signs showing illegal alien crossing, and there are warnings 
about bringing guns into Mexico. The highway has good sized 
fences on both sides and is very straight and flat. Soon you 


come to a large building at the end of the highway, with 
Mexico in big green, white and red letters. About six lanes of 
traffic merge right under this building into one lane of traffic 
on a very different looking road, and you are in Mexico. 
Tijuana. Signs in Spanish, traffic doing unexpected things, 
unmarked roads and off-ramps. Sudden steep rises and bumps, 
and people everywhere. 

We had some good directions on how to get onto the 
highway we wanted, but we were so startled at the lack of 
formalities at the border, and how quickly we were in Tijuana, 
that we missed our turn. After pulling over and discussing our 
options, we doubled back and nearly got lost again. Just when 
we were ready to actually go back to the US and try again at 
coming into Mexico and being ready for our turn, we 
miraculously got steered onto the right road, and the signs 
appeared telling us we were headed for Ensenada on the 
autopist cuota. 


Kelli: 
12/22 Salsipuedes, Baja California, Mexico, Odo. 21077 

Johnny Cornell told us about the campground a 
Salsipuedes. It is just a rancho, and the camping area down a 
steep rocky rough dirt road. $6.00 US buys a picnic table, 
small covered awning (~4x6 feet) and flushing toilets (no TP) 
and a very cold shower. We camped near the cliff. Great view. 
Lots of stars and a waxing crescent moon. Waves rolling the 
rocks in the surf. 

Jackie tried fishing, but we had gotten there a couple 
minutes before sunset. A '77 VW bus with 4 wanna-be surfer 
boys camped back in the olive tree grove. We ate hot 
chocolate, graham crackers and prunes for dinner, and Jack 
had some scotch. 

Beautiful in the morning. Washed my hair in a bucket. 
Showered in cold water. Left 1 Lam. 


Wednesday December 23, 1998 
Ensenada, BC, Mex. Odo. 21097 

12:50 pm. We just ate fish 
tacos with salsa y limones near the 
wharf and tourist info office. Very 
good! Haven't found guyaberas for 
Jack yet. We also went to the 
Migracion office and got our tourist 
cards stamped. Nice people at the 
taco stand. It was fun. Jack says, 
"La Senora estaba jefe!" 

Didn't find a good guyabera, 
we're headed south. 


Jack: 
San Jacinto, BC, Mex 

Started getting dark and we 
decided to camp at San Jacinto 
Point, between Colonet and 
Camalu. Long, bad road from hwy. 
Mex 1, big ship wrecked out in 
ocean. Paid $5 to cowboy looking 


guy. 


Kelli: 
No picnic table or anything but a 1/2 outhouse (no door, 
just faces ocean) 


Jack: 

Met very nice people at camp, Korean Americans, one 
from Australia, one from D.C., one and her husband from 
Joshua Tree, California. All these folks and their little 
daughter riding in a '73 Buick in camouflage paint. Goofy but 
very nice. 

We ate onion, chorizo, tortilla, cheese, avocado frying- 
pan-casserole with lime juice. Yum yum! 


Kelli: 

But first we washed all the produce with water and an 
iodine tablet. Need to buy bleach tomorrow. It is still quite cold 
at night. Today at mid-day we wore shirt sleeves. 

Jack and I got rather tense toward sunset when we still 
hadn't found a camping spot. I wanted to head to "Cuatro 
Casas" as suggested by Johnny Cornell, but Jack didn't like the 
look of the turnoff. We arrived here just after the sun had set. 
It is not worth $5. We didn't see anyone when we first drove in. 
I would have bargained it down. We thought we wouldn't have 
to pay, but after we had set up camp, and old guy came by and 
asked for the money. Not much we could do. It is flat at least. 

After gas, water and groceries in El Rosario, where the 
road heads into the central part of Baja from the Pacific, we 
again met up with the family we had met at San Jacinto. It was 
at a restaurant called Mama Espinosa's, trumpeted by a couple 
of our guide books as being one of the best on the peninsula. 
We all agreed that it was okay, but nothing great, and quite 
overpriced. Kelli and I spent nearly $12 US on lunch, an 
amount which later in the trip we would make to stretch two or 
three much better meals. We did get a couple good pictures of 
our new friends and their beast of a Buick. 
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I also had my first experience with the Polaroid and the 
locals. Several small Indian girls were selling chiclets and 
similar junk out by the bus, taking advantage of its shade. I 
asked if I could take their picture and they were delighted. 
Doubly so when I offered the picture to them to keep. They 
were amazed, and almost instantly began fighting amongst 
themselves for the picture. I told them I would take a couple 
more to ease the fighting, and then realized that there were 
maybe six or seven more little girls and their mother all 
wanting pictures. I grouped them as well as possible and took 
at least 4 more shots, and made a show of the camera being out 
of film, which got me off the hook. But I was determined to 
learn this phrase in Spanish: “I can only take one picture, and 
then you all have to share it.” 


Kelli: 
Thursday, December 24, 1998 
Catavina Boulder Field, BajaCalifornia, Mexico 

5:30 pm. Dark. We're camping here in the midst of large 
granite outcrops on a sideroad. We can hear the highway, but 
we cannot see it, and we believe we can't be seen. Anyway, it 
is Christmas Eve, so we don't think anyone will bother us. 
Jackie is opening John Gulledge's gift right now. We have been 
in suspense for days now. Jack says, "That Turkey! Beer 
Glasses. Just what we wanted to haul through Mexico." Two 
glasses with a screen print of a split-window bus saying "Mass 
Transit Ale." Jack likes them. 

We got here at 3:45. Plenty of time to set up camp. There 
is lots of vegetation. Cacti ( at least 5 types) and other species. 
There are cardon, like Saguaro cactus, and Cirio, which are 
distinctly Baja. 

It is so neat here. It is great to climb up on rocks and look 
toward the mountains in the distance. Tonight we are just going 
to eat a small snacky dinner without cooking. We are also going 
to sort books and stuff. A quiet evening in the bus with the 
Coleman lantern going. Besides, it is cold and windy outside. 


Jack: 

Today we were stopped at an army checkpoint. The 
soldier asked to check the car and I said "Okay!" He asked if 
we had any pistoles, and I said no, never. He looked very 
briefly in the bus after I opened the cargo doors for him. He 
tried to lift the z-bed, but there was too much stuff piled up on 
top of it. "Esta bien," he told me, and I thanked him and we 
went on. There were probably six 
teenage soldiers with big guns, but 
only the one talked to us. 

I found it incredibly 
wondrous, being a city boy, how 
totally dark it can get in Baja. 
When the sun goes down there is 
only the light of the moon and 
stars, and many nights that is little 
light indeed. This particular night 
we had retired relatively early, 
having started to shift our clocks-- 
accepting the idea that during hours 
of darkness it is best to sleep, and 
be able to get up early to take full 
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advantage of the light. Cozied up in bed we would read for a 
while, being careful not to run our single battery dead, and if 
possible, our reading material would be about the place where 
we found ourselves. I had been reading aloud from a chapter of 
"RV Camping in Mexico" that described Catavina and gave a 
brief history of the boulderfield and the surrounding area. 
Outside the bus the wind was rattling our gear and rocking the 
bus somewhat, and for a while a loose bungie cord flopped 
about on the roof. I should have stopped reading when I came 
to the last sentence in that section, but I listened along with 
Kelli as my voice sounded out the fatal words, "Do not pull off 
and camp on a side road in the Catavina Boulderfields. There 
are bandits in the area, and they may give you some trouble." 

"Well, I wish you hadn't read that," Kelli told me. "Me 
too," was all I could think to respond. We discussed the 
possibility of being robbed on Christmas Eve in a very 
Catholic country, acknowledged that the continuing noises 
from the wind and our gear should not scare us; were a 
Mexican to come to rob us, they would not sneak up, but drive 
their pick-up, high-beams blasting, right into the camp sight to 
announce their presence. But it was no comfort, and the wind 
did seem to gain a menacing quality, no longer just providing a 
backdrop to our adventure, but now testing us to see if we 
would flinch.

Catavina, BC, Mexico, 12/24/98 

8:15 pm. Well, we're scaredy-cats. Jack read in one of 
our books tonight that one shouldn't camp in the boulder field 
because of reports of robberies. It scared us. Suddenly we were 
noticing every noise. The wind was blowing stuff. We kept 
expecting to see headlights. So we were huddled in bed at 
7:30pm, not daring to read for fear the light would attract 
someone... when we decided to pack up as quickly and head to 
the town of Catavina about 8km away. So we are at an 
unattended abandoned government RV park. Catavina is a very 
small town. We are probably 300 meters from the nearest light 
so we are out of the way. We can hear an occasional 
firecracker going off too. Everything was just tossed in the bus. 
We will have to straighten up in the morning. (3
